“Budget ‘ax ” airfied at 911 and law enforcement 


County to balance budget

The balancing act currently being 
performed by the Crawford County 
Board of Commissioners is anything 
but entertaining. Matter of fact, it’s 
been downright painful and it 
promises to get even more so. 

The county’s broke and the budget 
ax has fallen squarely upon law 
enforcement’s shoulders. A com- 
bined total of $396,000 will be 
removed from the county’s law 
enforcement and 911 budgets. 

Due to a complex formula of exam- 
ining each county department — 
using comparative analyses from 
other counties of the same size — 
it’s been determined that $361,000 
must be shaved from the Sheriff's 
Department and another $35,000 
from Central Dispatch - 911 and 
Emergency Preparedness. 


The financial laceration of these 
combined budgets is to be accom- 
plished in the next six months. 

In an earlier motion by the county 
board to accept the recommenda- 
tions of county auditor, Marvin 
Anderson of Anderson, Tackman 
PC., this huge slice from the coun- 
ty’s law enforcement budget was 
just one of the recommendations 
made by Anderson. The county still 
has no operating budget and is 
spending at the rate of the 1998 
Proposed Budget, which contains a 
negative outcome of $360,607. 

“You do not have the funds to pro- 
vide the services you're providing, 
and you haven’t had them as far 
back as 1988." Anderson ran the 
county’s ‘bottom line’ from 1988 
forward. Each year-end produced 
the same results — deficit spending. 

Past years’ deficits have ranged 


from a high of $355,324 in 1996 to 
a low of $195,545 in 1989. The 
deficit looming this year is higher 


than all previous years at $360,306 ° 


and this figure contains not a single 
penny for emergencies. 

This proposed deficit amount also 
does not include the creation of a 
$150,000 contingéncy 
Establishment of this fund has been 
recommended by the county’s audi- 
tor as being “just the bare mini- 
mum”. 

This total budget-balancing pack- 
age, therefore, would require the 
total cuits to be $615,000. 

“Not one year in the past ten years 
has the county operated with a sur- 
plus. I would say,” Anderson con- 
tinued, “that it’s time to educate 
your public. You have nothing left, 
and I’m amazed that you've lasted

Adjust a little here, pare a little 
there, and soon you’ve managed to 
eliminate $400,000 from a $5 mil- 
lion budget. 

The big, magical mop Crawford 
County used to help dry up its ‘Red- 
Ink River’, was a combination of 
accounting adjustments and trans- 
fers. It was also done by shaking 
every single goodie and ornament 
off the County Budget Tree. 

Unfortunately, even that was not 
enough. 

The county’s Ways and Means 
meeting of March 24 was not going 
very well at all and would only get 
worse. The paring and shaking-off 
found $400,-000 but it needed twice 
that amount and then some — say, 
$150,000 more for a contingency 
fund and another $50,000 to cover 
the expected deficit in the Child

Outage _ leaves 
Grayling area 
in the dark 


Life came to a halt in Grayling and 
surrounding areas early on the 
morming of March 28 when some 
Consumers’ Energy equipment 
became disabled. 

The power went out for 2,748 cus- 
tomers at approximately 5:11 a.m. 
and was restored at 11:10 a.m. 

According to Consumers’ public 
relations spokesman John Hall, it is 
uncertain whether the insulator and 
cross-arm broke due to previous 
storm damage or was damaged 
after storms and high winds came 
through Crawford County on 
March 27-28. 

“We work as quickly as we can to 
get things up and running when an 
outage occurs,” remarked Hall. 


Anyone who tried to escape their 
powerless homes to enjoy breakfast 
at any of the many restaurants in 
Grayling were disappointed when 
they found everything dark, with 
the exception of Goodale’s Bakery, 
which has a back-up generator. 


Hall stated that the possibility of 
vandalism had not been confirmed 
and Crawford County Undersheriff 
Kirk Wakefield said that his office 
had not received any reports of 
vandalism. 


Care Fund. 

Off the list came all raises for 
department heads, and the items 
from everyone’s Wish List. Off 
came extra people never hired and 
off came department contingency 
items designed to cover the little 
extras that always seem to comprise 
bracket creep. 

The miraculous disappearance of 
$400,000 from an $800,000 pre- 
dicted deficit came when a most 
timeiy Sanity Check by county 
auditor, - ‘Marvin Anderson, deter- 
mined~ihat the proposed budget 
showed the biggest share of the 
‘shortfall’ had been riding across the 
budget picture under the guise of 
requested expenditures. 

Requests are wishes and wants. 
They are not actual budget items 
until the budget is adopted. 

_The Crawford County budget for 
1997-98, however, is 6-months into 


itself and has yet to be ratified. 

When the department keads were 
asked to resubmit their revised 1998 
budgets, hoping not to slash 
employees or their hours, each 
accomplished the required cuts, or 
at least $400,000 worth of them. 

Cutting county employee hours to 
a four-day work week has been con- 
sidered. But the move would be 
counter-productive, as it would 
jeopardize everyone’s insurance and 
benefit packages. 

Blue Cross requires an employee 
work 32-hours per week to remain 
eligible, and the county now has a 
35-hour per week work schedule. 

Anderson said he’d examined the 
resubmitted proposed budget versus 
the current and actual spending 
stream, and concluded the county is 
“spending at the projected budget 
level, but overall, they aren’t doing

Local firefighting groups coordinate

Camp Grayling Commander COL 
Gary McConnell, Facility Engineer 
LTC Lee Lawson, Department of 
Natural Resources’ (DNR) Fire 
Management Officer Scott Heather, 
and U. S. Forest Services Resource 
Protection Manager Paul 
Schmidtke, met with the Crawford 
County Board of Commissioners 
March 24 to discuss fires. 

With Ef Nino raising havoc and 
concems across the state, “we'd like 
to know what fire protection provi- 
sions you’ve made for spring and 
said Commissioner 
Robert Smock of Lovells Township. 
“With an increase in temperature 
and a decrease of water in the 
ground, could all of you articulate 
and share the specifics of your 
plans?” 

State and Federal forest covers 
much of Crawford County, and the 
devastating forest fires of the past 
have burned down homes and 
destroyed the dreams of hundreds of 
familits. 

McConnell stated that the National 
Guard “has mutual aid agreements 
with the DNR regarding fires, not 
only in our impact areas (firing 
tanges), but outside. We're prepared 
to be the first response team, and as 
of April 6, our fire department will 
be on board. We'll have 10-12 fire- 
fighters ready. 


“We have trucks for brush, and 
we've installed a foaming nozzle 
which inhibits and cuts off the oxy- 
gen supply to the fires. The foaming 
apparatus works somewhat like the 
degreasing agent in detergent: By 
adding the foaming agent to water, 
it’s not only a cooling agent but it 
soaks the ground to a much greater 
degree. 

The ‘hot spots’ the fire department 


“We also have a helicopter 
equipped with a Bambi Bucket on 
standby. We used this combination 
in the May of 1990 fire. We had 
three units training here then for AT 
(Annual Training), and we put them 
all into service.” ; 

Smock then wanted to know the 
arrangements for summer training, 
and asked whether the troops would 
“reduce the firing on the ranges.” 

McConnell said “we have close 
coordination with the DNR, and we 
follow the Palmer Drought Index at 
all times,” to determine what orders 
the troops will receive. “If the fire 
index is high, we won’t issue ammu- 
nition with tracer rounds and we 
won’t give out pyrotechnics.” 

The DNR’s Scott Heather said “we 
also count on the National Weather 
Service.” He then confirmed that 
“in 1998, we anticipate a sub-mois- 
ture deficit due to the lack of snow. 
And, with a potential for 6-7 months 
of drought, that sets the stage for 
forest fires. 

“Our department’s been trying to 
prepare for that potential. Thanks to 
the work of Allen Lowe and his 


committee, our.district has the most ° 
firefighters and equipment in the ¢ 


State right now. His study proved 
we had a shortage of personnel. We 
had four and we needed six.” 

Smock also asked Heather about 
the availability of his men and 
equipment. 

“Our professional officers and 
those in Grayling are the best in the 
state. Besides our four officers, we 
have four more forestry staff sta- 
tioned here who can be pulled from 
timber management at any time. We 
can also pull in more resources from 
the across the state.” 

The issue of the burning ban versus 
restricted burns was also brought 
into discussion. It was explained 
that for three to four years, all agen- 


“courses, 


“A total ban on burning poses 
problems for contractors,” said 
Heather. “They’re trying to clear for 
building: subdivisions and golf 
and we decided that burn- 
ing would be permitted on ‘low fire 
danger days’. We try to be flexible.” 


Commissioner Dennis Long of 
Grayling said that he “wanted to 
give no false sense of security to the 
public,” about how well equipped or 
ready the firefighters were in the 
area. He said “if we shift the burden 
from the DNR to the local depart- 
ments, the red flags would go up. 
Forest fires and structure fires’ are 
inherently different situations.” 


U. S. Forestry representative, Paul 
Schmidtke said that “due to the sig- 
nificant acreage under state and fed- 
eral jurisdiction, that to minimize 
the risk of fires, we’d consider issu- 
ing a fire ban on all federal land and 


camp grounds. The Governor can 
issue a@ fire ban for the entire state 
and create a fuel abatement pro- 
gram.” 

A ‘fuel abatement program’ is an 
operation “where the Jack Pine is 
removed to create a fire break 
around defensible residential areas.” 
By clearing away the available fuel 
for a fire, it gives the firefighters and 
the residents time to evacuate or to 
more efficiently battle the fire. The 
Jack Pine debris is taken to public 
lands for burning in the wintertime.” 

And the number of trained forest 
firefighters in the Mio office? 

“We have seven. We also have 
trucks and dozers and the people to 
operate them,” concluded Heather. 

McConnell said, in summary, “We 
have not cut any assets in our fire 
department. They are our insurance 
policy, and we’re still paying the 
premiums to fund them.”

Efforts stepped up to preserve, 
improve rural health care

LANSING — Michigan health 
organizations and state lawmakers are 
stepping up efforts to improve rural 
health care. 

Recent efforts to recruit more 
doctors to rural hospitals may be a key 
to preserving some small hospitals’ 
very existence, officials say. 

Physician recruitment is a big 
challenge for rural hospitals. “It takes 
a unique physician to practice in a 
smaller hospital,” said Doug Rahn, 
chief executive officer for the 
Community Health Center of Branch 
County in Coldwater. 

According to Patrick Foley, 
spokesman for the Michigan Health 
and hospital Association, there is a 
surplus of physicians in Michigan and 
they're geographically unequally 
distributed. Many physicians want to 
practice in a group setting or in more 
profitable big-city areas, he said. 

Two groups are trying to alleviate 
this problem. 

The Michigan Health Council is 
creating a Internet site to inform people, 
particularly high school and college 
students, of job listings for physicians 
in rural hospitals. 

Council President Anne Rosewarne 
wants to increase awareness sof careers 
in medicine. 


“We see a real problem with rural 
areas creating a work force,” 
Rosewarne said. “It’s just by chance 
they get a doctor.” 

Rosewarne says that students 
don’t get a strong enough science and 
math background in high school to 
gain an interest in becoming a 
physician. Eventually they find 
themselves in a catch-up position or 
they have to rule it out. 

A second attempt at employment 
recruitment for rural hospitals is a bill 
introduced by Sen. Walter North (R- 
St. Ignace) that would give a $5,000 
state income tax credit to primary care 
physicians who practice in medically 
underserved areas. 

An underserved area is determined 
by the federal government and is a 
ratio of one physician to 3,000 
residents. .-:..-5. 


. “The. towns themselves might v want ant 
‘to'do something to get the ‘doctors to 


come there,” said Dr. Peter Duhamel 
of Rochester, presidentof the Michigan 
State Medical Society. 

“The rural hospitals have entirely 
different circumstances to deal with 
other than just the vision of health 
care,” said Foley. 


An older population, less healthy 
people and the higher number of 
patients dependent of Medicaid and 
Medicare, which makes the hospitals 
More sensitive to federal and state 
actions, are factors rural hospitals have 
to deal with also. 


In 1997 the Community Health 
Center of Branch County had a net 
decrease in Medicare funding of more 
than $1 million and expects a $620,000 
decrease again this year, said Chief 
Executive Officer Doug Rahn. 


“Funding is always going to be hard 
because it’s from federal and state 
government and there’s constant 
pressure to reduce costs for Medicaid 
and Medicare,” Foley said. 

Medicaid is a federal-state program 
that helps pay health care costs for 


people in need. Medicare is a federal 
health care insurance program for 
senior citizens. 


Rural hospitals have to find there 
own way around these obstacles. 

“We have to work harder to 
maximize our federal reimbursement,” 
Rahn said. “We’re not going to cut 
services.” 


Despite the challenges, “rural health 
care is doing pretty good right now,” 
Foley said. 


Becoming more efficient and taking 
advantage of new technologies, even 
though funding for it is harder, are two 
ways rural hospitals are providing 
adequate heaith care. 


“Some hospitals are in bad shape, 
but the outlook is fairly favorable for 
them,” Foley said.

Cont. from pg A-1 
very weil here. 

“Frankly,” he said to the Board, “ 
you can’t get up-to-date financial 
information here because your man- 
agement system is non-existent. 
There’s been no actual allocation of 
resources,” Anderson claimed, and 
“without a management system in 
place to plan and to budget, you 
can’t make decisions. You need to 
hire accounting people and assess 
the skills of the people you already 
have. 

“Your County Treasurer is respon- 
sible for the revenues, not for every- 
thing else, but he’s managed to 
cover the overspending for years.” 


“And,” he continued darkly, “if 
you intend to spend no more dollars, 
then you must all be ready to devel- 
op a management calendar to close 
the books on time, balance all the 
accounts, and reprioritize everything 
here.” 


Commissioner Bruce Bretzke 
motioned that Mr. Anderson reduce 
to writing all adjustments and 
changes he’d recommend to ensure 
an adequate management system be 
put in place to facilitate accurate 
budget and financial information. 

The Board’s decision to accept 
Anderson’s recommendations was 
unanimous.

Overpayments may he deducted from tay refund 


You may be a small fish in a large 
ocean, but if you owe Social 
Security money, the ocean just got 
smaller. 

This year Social Security can 
withhold federal tax refunds to col- 
lect delinquent overpayment debts 
from former Supplemental Security 
Income beneficiaries. The agency 


has been able to withhold tax 
refunds to collect debts from Social 
Security beneficiaries since 1991. 
Former Social Security or 
Supplement Security beneficiaries 
who owe a past-due debt because 
they received an overpayment of 
benefits should know that the 
Department of Treasury is autho-

Three and four years ago several 
counties in Michigan had county 
boards that realized they were in, OF 
near, a budgetary crisis due to the 
growth of their governmental units. 

The board of commissioners in 
these counties found it necessary to 
make the difficult decisions and cut 
each department to a barebones bud- 
get. With control of the budget, the 
commissioners were able to restore 
necessary services with improved 
efficiency. 

For a board of commissioners to 
give the responsibility to each gov- 
ernmental unit providing services, 
mandated or not, to cut any “bloat” 
from their budgets is not realistic. 

I’m sure the Crawford County 
Board of Commissioners is made up 
of a fine group of dedicated people, 
but as a group elected to be the 
guardians of our tax dollars and the 
Crawford County budget, the large 
deficit indicates they have an 
administrative problem. 

They do have inflation to deal 
with, but inflation is at a very low 


rate. Property values for taxation 
purposes increase considerably and 
new construction is going on all 
over the county and together they 
bring in tax dollars at a rate possibly 
greater than inflation each year. 


Asking for more tax dollars to bail 
out or continue an undisciplined 
budget with no restraint can only 
result in further requests. 

The present county budget deficit 
makes it absolutely necessary that 
the Crawford County Board of 
Commissionezs accept the responsi- 
bility for which they were elected, 
make the difficult decisions, and 
live within the monies available. 
The necessary cuts will upset a num- 
ber of people, but this Board will 
have accepted its elected responsi- 
bilities and have eamed the elec- 
torate’s respect.

LANSING — Children may be 
waiting longer to take to the water if 
proposed legislation passes. 

Rep. Bill Callahan (D-St. Clair 
Shores) and Rep. Jessie Dalman (R- 
Holland) introduced bills to raise the 
minimum age for operating personal 
watercraft from 12 to 14 and put more 
importance on possessing a boater- 
safety certificate. 

The bills would dictate the minimum 
distance personal watercraft users must 
stay from swimmers, the shore and 
structures, such as piers and docks. It 
would also hold owners liable for 
damage caused by others using their 
machines. 

“We have a problem with reckless 
behavior; drinking ‘while operating 
them and a lack of education,” 


Caiiahan said. “We don’t want to kill "

More Michigan families agree that 
you just can’t wait to inoculate. 

The 1997 statistics on child 
immunizations are in and Michigan, 
rebounding from its 1994 worst-in- 
the-nation performance, shows 
dramatic improvement. 

A state Department of Community 
Health survey shows immunization 
levels for 19-to-35-month-old children 
rose to 79.8 percent in 1997, up from 
the 1991 rate of 42 percent. 

“As our rates continue to increase, 
we remain committed to achieving 
and maintaining our goal of full 
immunization protection for 100 
percentof our youngest children,” said 
Community Health Director James K. 
Haveman Jr.

: For aun Michigan is the first 
state with a comprehensive 
immunization registry that is 
accessible to all health providers. It’s 
a database of information with each 
child’s vaccination history so providers 
can determine what shots are still 
needed. 

Local physicians feel that once the 
system is in place, and all data entered, 
it will be a positive improvement in 
patient care. 

“We're still entering data and 
bringing providers online,” said Russ 
Smith, the southwest Michigan 
coordinator for the Michigan 
Childhood Immunization Registry in 
Kalamazoo, Van Buren, Cass, St. 
Joseph and Berrien counties. 

The region is still in a planning 
stage, and no county-by-county 
immunization statistics are currently 
available, Smith said. 

The governor's wife, Michelle 
Engler, also helps the immunization 
effort.

“It's 
ironic that Michigan manufactures 
most of the vaccines, but Michigan 
children don’t seen to get them.” 
Today,

million preschoolers are notadequately 
protected against 10 preventable 
childhood diseases.

born, coincidentally, around the 
same time as the accident. 

Kirschner travels around to differ- 
ent schools to talk about the Leader 
Dog Program to children and to 
express to them the importance of 
letting the dog do his work undis- 
turbed. 

“A lot of people don’t understand 
that Bentley is working and if he is 
distracted it could put me in a lot of 
danger,” said Kirschner. 

When approaching a leader dog, 


do not call the dog by his name, do 
not pet the dog and do not feed the 
dog. He is on duty and his is an 
important job. 

Dave Andrews, also from Alpena, 
said that it costs about $17,000 per 
dog in the program and invites the 
public to visit the school in 
Rochester. 

The school has grown over the 
years. There are two full-time vet- 
efinarians on staff and the school 
now has an extensive breeding pro- 
gram. There are 300 dogs that go 
through the program each year.

Getinvolved by planting 
trees in the community 


In amove to make 1998 the biggest 
tree planting year ever, an 
environmental group is giving away 
more than 12 million trees nationwide, 
the largest single distribution ever 
attempted. The non-profit group offers 
the trees free of charge to anyone who 
wants some of them. 

“Planting a tree is one of the easiest 
and most positive things we can do for 
the environment, but also it serves as 
one of the best teaching tools we have 
for our children.” said program 
coordinator Col. David Wright. 

The organization is operating two 
Internet sites to help with the 
distribution - www.arborday,comand 
www-freetrees.com.  guisisé gaita/3 

“This way we process requests 
electronically, we save paper and 
indirectly trees, which is consistent 
with our mission.” Wright said. 

Ofcourse, traditional postal methods 
are also available for people to get 
their free trees, send a self addressed 
stamped envelope to: Arbor Day USA, 
P.O. Box 980. Washington. DC 20044. 
a form will be promptly returned. 

Households can get 5 to 25 trees 
each. Schools can get up to 250 for 
their Arbor Day or Earth Day 
celebrations, while anyone who has 
sustained damage from Et Nino or 
other winter storms, can get as many 
as 25 to 75 to replace trees that were 
lost. 

The pre-treated trees arrive complete 
with planting instructions, fertilizer 
guarantee. Recipients pay no more 
than the program's shipping and 
handling costs to get the young plants 


Home radon leveis still a concern 


Michigan’s radon awareness 
initiatives are supported by a recent 
National Academy of Sciences report. 

Department of Environmental 
Quality Director Russell Harding 
estimates that one in eight Michigan 
homes may have elevated radon levels, 
but points out that the DEQ has an 
ambitious educational and outreach 
program to assist homeowners. 

“Radon occurs naturally in our 
environment,” Harding explained. 
“Unfortunately, it’s easy for people to 
ignore because it is acolortess, odorless 
gas. The DEQ is working to help 
Michigan residents understand that it 
could be aproblem in their own homes. 
The only way is to test.” 

Harding’s comments come on the 
heels of a study by the National 
Academy of Sciences, a private 
organization chartered by Congress to 
conduct research at the request of 
governmental agencies. 

The NAS report increases the radon 
exposure risk estimates previously 
issued by the U.S. Environmental 
Protection Agency. The NAS 
estimates that 15,000 to 22,000 
Americans die of radon-induced jung 
cancereach year. The EPA's estimate 
was 14,000. 

The report also reiterates the EPA's 
claim that radon is the second-leading 


cause of lung cancer in the United 
States, surpassed only by smoking. 

A Statewide survey conducted in 
1987-88 showed that roughly 12 
percent of Michigan homes are 
expected tohave elevated radon levels. 
Insome counties more than 40 percent 
of the homes could have a problem. 


While a fairly high percentage of 


the population claims awareness of 
radon, only about 10 percent of 
Michigan homes have actually been 
tested, Harding said. 

Radon is generated by the 
radioactive decay of uranium and 
radium which are found in virtually 
any type of soil and rock. It enters 
homes through openings in the 
foundation floor or wails, and indoor 
concentrations tend to be higher than 
outdoor radon levels. 

The DEQ is working with local 
health departments to distribute radon 
information and to make test kits more 
accessible to the public. Kits are 
available in at least one local health 
department office in every county. 
They also can be purchased in many. 
hardware stores and other retail outlets 
statewide. 

The DEQ's toll-free radon 
information line is 1-800-RADON 
GAS (723-6642). Staff also are 
available to provide local health

School bond election law examined 


by Shirley D. Schmoock

"The Crawford AuSable School 
Board met with school bond attor- 
ney, Beverly Bonning March 26 to 
discuss the parameters of what a 
‘school board can do to promote the 
bond issue. 

And, they found out what they 
cannot do — under any circum- 
stances. 

“The law, as it pertains to your 
bond issue,” said Beverly Bonning 
of Thrun, Maatsch and Nordberg, P. 
C., school bond attorneys from 
Lansing, “is an outgrowth of three 
Attorney General’s opinions. 

“The rulings are clear: You cannot 
use public funds to defeat or work 
toward the passage of a bond issue. 
You cannot use public funds, either 
‘directly or indirectly. Campaign 
committees for ‘Vote Yes’ cannot 


conduct their meetings on public 
Property, unless you give equal 
ume to the ‘Vote No’ campaign 
committee. 

“Schools often allow their facili- 
ties to be used for meetings, but 
what the rulings specifically prohib- 
it the use of items like postage 
meters, phones, or copy machines. 
These may not be used to advance 
the cause of promoting a bond issue 
or of defeating one. 


“You may, however, use your facil- 
ities and time and public funds to 
issue factual information to the pub- 
lic. Telling the public what the pro- 
ject will accomplish, what the actu- 
al costs are expected to be; those 
types of informational brochures are 
acceptable.” 


What is not acceptable under the 
Campaign Finance Law, PA 583 of 


1996 — a codification of the origi- 
nal — are: 

* Paid employee time working on 
passage or defeat of a bond issue; 

* Tax dollars advocating yes or no 
vote or influencing passage or 
defeat of ballot question: 

* Posting or disseminating infor- 
mation in school buildings advocat- 
ing passage or defeat of a bond issue 
by school employees or school offi- 
cials; 

* Use of funds for postage, vehi- 
cles, stationary, equipment, or sup- 
plies; and, 

* No expression of viewpoint dur- 
ing school hours unless elected or 
appointed public official who has 
policy-making responsibility. 

“We're often asked, ‘but, when is 
a school superintendent not a school 
superintendent?’”

With these and a variety of 
money-making endeavors planned 
from year-to-year, Habitat will 
make a thousand here and a few 
thousand there. The hours spent and 
dollars gained from such fund-rais- 
ers, when added to volunteer efforts, 
donated services and materials, 
soon are adequate to begin another 
home for a qualified family. 

Recently, Vicki Royston of 
Grayling and her son, Lance, were 
chosen by the Family Selection 
Committee to receive the organiza- 
tion’s next home, but the fund-rais- 
ing must continue for next year’s 
recipients. 

In Michigan alone last year, 120 
homes were built between June 23 
and July 5, and the program antici- 
pated that more than 250 would be 


_ finished by year-end. There were an 


estimated 10,000 people involved in 


various stages of the Habitat opera- 
lion, and the record says “62% of 
the individuals living in Habitat 
homes are under 18 years of age.” 

There are now in excess of 80 
affiliates throughout Michigan cov- 
ering most areas of the state, and 
many church groups get intimately 
involved with the building of “our 
Habitat House.” 

Entire communities seem to adopt 
the Partner Families of Habitat, and 
when they sce ‘the House Pins for 
Sale’ or “Hot Dogs for Habitat" 
signs springing up during summer- 
time events, most are eager to 
donate or participate. The sale of 
“House Pins” have been successful 
beyond anyone’s wildest dreams. 

“They make thousands for us,” 
said Brooks. ‘Most people have 
several, and they give them away as 
gifts.”

Volunteer sign-up sheets are now 
available too. Habitat for Humanity 
develops through communities by 
bringing unique individuals and 
their talents together for the com- 
mon good. 

Foundations, churches, couples 
and organizations are welcome. 
Habitat is a ‘grass-roots’ organiza- 
tion. It’s about family and local tra- 
dition. 

Long ago, when churches were 
built by hand and barns were raised 
over the weekend, everyone in town 
joined in. Women and girls did the 
cooking for the men and boys, and 
usually the town’s brass band 
played for the crowd. 

Now, the women and girls (as 
well as the male species) sling ham- 
mers and raise the walls, and every- 
one does the cooking. Habitat uses 
all sorts of volunteers.

EOD unit assigned new mission 


Camp Grayling to send troops to Panama [Attention Boat Owners |

Members of the 745th Ordnance 
Detachment (Explosive Ordnance 
Disposal) of Camp Grayling took part 
in Mobilization Deployment Readi- 
ness Exercises (MODRE) on March 


14 and 15 to prepare for their upcom-- 


ing trip to Panama. 

MODRE is the process used to ver- 
ify that unit members are prepared to 
leave the United States. 

One aspect of MODRE involves 
vaccination updates. Deployment to 


Panama requires vaccination against 
typhoid, yellow fever, hepatitis A and 
B, and malaria, in addition to tle stan- 
dard inoculations. 

The 23 person EOD unit will leave 
Camp Grayling on April 3 and travel 
by bus to Detroit, where the unit will 
take a plane to Panama. 

Members of the unit will be in 
Panama until April 19. EOD’s pri- 
mary responsibility out of country will 
beclearing ranges in U.S. installations 


in Panama. EOD must identify and 
destroy dud munitions as part of the 
cleaning process involved in return- 
ing the Panama Canal Zone to the 
Panamanian Government. 

The ordnance disposal unit has 
previously been deployed to Saudi 
Arabia and Iraq as part of Operation 
Desert Shield and Desert Storm. It has 
also conducted explosive ordnance 
disposal operations in New Mexico 


and Utah. 

EOD consists mainly of Explosive 
Ordnance Disposal Technicians, but 
part of the unit is a support team made 
up ofaClerk Typist, Supply Specialist 
and a Wheeled Vehicle Mechanic. 

Training for EOD technicians is 10- 
12 months depending on prior service. 
Training for the support team is 4-5 
months, which includes basic train- 
ing.

“The clearing and earth excava- 
tion have already been done at 
Townline,” said Craig Schripsema, 
Civil Engineer for Northwest 
Design Group, the consulting engi- 
neers from Petoskey.”
